Circus Headquarters 


"In fact for many years Dclavan 


was circus headquarters for the wliolc 
northwest and for the cast as well. 
Some of the best known aggregations 
started from this little village' and 
•their small .beginnings can still 
bo 


seen today In the mammoth Barnum 
& Bailey 'show and others that are 
still fondly remembered by the hoys 
of the days they flourished In. There 


* arc also a larKe number of old-time 


performers -who are' spending their 
last days at this little Wisconsin city 
and will find their last resting place 
In the beautiful cemetery there. 


Old Timers 
"Both Ed- and Jerry Mable. whose 


circus operations date away back to 
1844. fill graves'ln Spring Grove. Mat- 
thew Buckley, the famous clown and 
•vaulter. and who had been • appren- 
ticed to Bcatty In London and came 
to this country with Cook In 1836, Is 
burled there, and so Is his wife, who 
long years ago was a well known cir- 
cus performer. 


John .Holland's Grave 
"John Holland, whose 
two sons. 


George and E. G. Holland, both well 
known circus men. still reside In Del 
avan, sleeps In tho samo cemetery. 
John Holland came to this country 
from London with tho Revell troup of 
pantomlmers. Ed Buckley and 
his 


.brother. Hairy, both followers of the 
Mable circuses, lie In the same place, 
and here, too. Is the grave of Joe Mc- 
'Mahoh. who. while wintering a circus 
•at-Wichita.' was shot and killed by a 
big-sheriff; who.came up out of Texas 
to arrest one of Buckley's men.

They shipped on a lako'boat at Kcno- 
ahji and went around the lakes, wind- 
Ing up tn the copper country, where 
they cleaned up $40.000. Coup came 
back to Delavan, where he originated 
. a scheme to get tho name of Barnum 
'• and to use it In connection with a big 
show. 'He offered tho famed eastern- 
er 25 per cent of all gate receipts for 
the mere use. of his name. E. G. Hol- 
land, who Is now the city marshal of 
Delavan. was with this show when

BEING ORGANIZED 


Secret Efforts Seine Made to Perfect 


• 
the Organization—Will DC- 


mand More Wages, 


Railway managers are greatly per- 


turbed by the discovery of a wide- 
spread movement to organize section 
foremen and laborers Into unions. On 
tho most Important linen In all direc- 
tions from Chicago organizers havo 
been at work among the section men, 
and so quietly has the work been car- 
ried on that tho higher ofllclals of the 
railways have Just discovered It. Rail- 
way officials In Madison say they havo 
licanl nothing of a union movement. 


During the past six weeks meetings 


to organize unions of the section men 
have been held In the principal rail- 
way centers of Illinois, Indiana. Ohio, 
Kentucky, 
Tennessee, 
Mississippi, 


Louisiana, Arkansas. Missouri, Iowa, 
Kansas, Nebraska and Wisconsin. 


The first union of section foremen 


wad formed on the Illinois Centra), 
that railroad being selected as a star- 
ting point bccaus'e It Is the largest 
line from Chicago to the south, and 
therefore has more men steadily em- 
ployed throughout the year. It is re- 
ported that not only are the section 
foremen well organized along tho Illi- 
nois Central, but that 
at 
several 


points there are unions of the section 
laborers. 


The- plail of the {loaders of tho 


movement Is first to organize the sec- 
tion 'foremen, and then, as rapidly as 
[tnsslble. get the laborers Into the un- 
ions. . Under this plan every section 
foreman Is made a recruiting ofllcer 
of the union. 


The object of forming tho unions, 


of course. Is to secure more wages 
and shorter hours for the 
section 


men. The average price now paid to 
section men Is $l.2B for a day of ten 
hours. The usual prico paid for many 
years was $1.10 a day, but several 
years ago tho Northwestern railroad 
Advanced*"wages of section men 
to 


$1.2ii. other roods following Its action. 
About 18 months ago, when all tlio 
railroads were 'Jolng 
an 
unusual 


amount of track work, wages were In- 
creased to $1.50 per day for regular 
employes. • 
In cases of emergency 


work, wiicn extra wen wero required 
and were hard ;to got, wages as high 
as $2 per day were paid. 


Although no railroad nut of Chica- 


go Is now paying section men lost* 
than $1.25 per day. all the roads have 
reduced to the minimum tho number 
of men employed. This IB done be- 
cause there Is a limited amount" of 
work that can be carried on during 
tho winter. To give employment to 
as large a number of men as possl- 
lilc, most of the roads arrange to 
liave their men work only four 
or 


five days a week.

appointing on the side of colonize 
tloii. 
It was found that arid land, 


worthless; without watpr. warV stlljl 
without practical value after the wa- 
ter hod been provided unless there 
.was a man there to till the noil. And 
this man did not come In 
sulllclont 


numbers. 


As nn Investment, irrigation laps- 


ed Into unpopularity and tho active 
campaign of reclamation by mcnim 
of private enterprise came to an end. 
Since then two things have happen- 
ed. 


The tide of settlement has caught 


up with Irrigation. There Is now but 
little virgin soil open to the home- 
seeker except In tho valleys of tho 
arid region. 
Furthermore, the peo- 


ple havo become educated as to tho 
merits of the Irrigated farm. 
They 


understand what It moans to have 
their crops Insured by tho ditch. They 
appreciate tho -advantages of 
self- 


sullicloncy and of near neighbors of- 
fered by tho -Hinnll. diversified Irrigat- 
ed farm. Sn they are moving into all 
the places prepared for them by the 
enterprise of other years. 


California Is getting many of tiiem. 


But just how many will not' be known 
until another census is taken. 
The 


railroads report that they 
brought 


nr.n.OOO people to California during 
190*1. of whom only 00,000 had return 
tickets. 


Ono hopeful report comes from the 


newly reclaimed desert In the eastern 
part «f San Dlogo county. .On .Tana 
ary 1st. 1001. there was not a single 
white man In the neighborhood. On 
January 1st. 1!)OI!, there was only a 
camp with a dozen surveyors. Janu- 
ary 1st. inoi. finds about (i.OOO on tho 
ground. They arc still coming very 
rapidly and another year Is likely to 
disclose an even larger gain. 


The beautiful Yaklnm Valley 
In 


eastern Washington is witnessing a 
similar growth. 
Indeed, this 
holds 


true of many parts of tho 
Pacific 


northwest drained by tho 
Columbia 


river and Its tributaries:, including! 
eastern Oregon and southern Idaho. 


The Rocky mountain states

finding a strong demand for their Ir- 
rigated lands. 
Wu'omlng. Colorado, 


Utah, and Now Mexico' aro gaining 
recruits very rapidly. And. perhaps, 
more encouraging than anything else 
Is the activity of settlement In the 
long-neglected state of Nevada. Rail 
road and mining development have 
much to do wllb It, but Nevada is a!

lands. 


Tho lesson of all this Is that tho 


Inauguration .of tho now national Irrl 
gallon policy Is well-timed and that 
tho duty of saving tho public lands 
for actual settlors presses urgently 
upon congress It can no longer bo 
claimed that tho people do not crave 
homes In tho west. They aro clam 
orlng at tho floors of this great cm 
plro and every acre that tho govern- 
ment shall reclaim will ho promptly 
taken by those who are ready to cul- 
tivate tho soil In good faith. 


If wo havo needed the speculator 


In tho past an n sort of advance ag 
out of prosperity, we need him no 
longer. The' land laws under which 
lie lias grown rich should be repealed 
and a true homestead law put In 
place of them, so that no ono except 
the actual settler can get possession 
of this public property.

er had to keep nn enormnim number 
of troops on watch duty along the rail- 
road from Cape Town to Johannes- 
burg. The Siberian nnd Mniichurlnri 
Hues nre very lightly laid — a weak 
point, which the Russians rccognlz?— 
nnd the chief danger Is of n break- 
down under the pressure of the enor- 
mous military trnfllc. 


For months past soldiers nnd mili- 


tary stores have been sent from Rus-. 
Kin to the far oast In such numbers 
that the ordinary traflle of the Siberian 
railway ban been entirely suspended, n 
state of things which the nlliclnls en- 
deavor to explain by stating that the 
permanent way on the 
Manchurlnn 


section has been seriously damaged 
by heavy rolns nnd that many of the 
bridges have collapsed. Vet the Man-

.best laid part of the Siberian railway, 
the bridges In particular being sub- 
stantial works.

The chief danger Is 
of Its being starved out and cut off by 
a breach In the lines of communica- 
tion. The only way In which I'ort Ar- 
thur could be taken would be by land- 
Ing troops north of Dalny and estab- 
lishing across the peninsula n cordon 
In the rear while simultaneously block- 
ading the place from sea. 


"While I was In Manchuria It wns 


quite evident that every preparation 
was being made for war. 1 was told 
on good authority that so far back as 
August last there were 200.00O Rus- 
sian troops In Manchuria, nnd Imme- 
diately ahead of me another six train 
loads of soldiers bad passed over the 
railways. AH 1 traveled nlong the Hue 
I found that nt most of the stations 
there were trains crowded with troops, 
aud In many cases the soldiers wore 
living In'the trains owing'to InauQl- 
clent.barrack accommodations." 


That Ru«sln already has n vast army 


in Manchuria is beyond question, but 
whether It Is any better prepared for 
war than her' unfortunate navy re- 
mains to be seen. Not long ago there 
wns a report that because of poor food 
nnd quarters and Inadequate medical 
supplies her soldiers In Manchuria 
were "dying like lllec." but die has n 
war strength of about n.OOO.OOO men t» 
draw upon, nnd there will be plenty of 
new men to take their places. 


Vladivostok, one of Russia's two Im- 


portant Pacific ports. Is Icebound dur- 
ing part of the winter nnd will be of 
little use to her In n winter campaign 
despite the efforts of the great Ice 
breaking steamers she utilizes In at- 
tempting to keep .the harbor open. 
Then, too, tho short route for the 1,500 
mile trip from Vladivostok to Port Ar- 
thur Is through Korea strait, n narrow 
passage only about 100 miles wide be- 
tween Korea and Japan, nnd, ns this 
strait Is dominated by Japan, It will be 
of little use to the czar's fighting men. 


In tlie struggle Japan Is not ham- 


pered by long lines of comumnlcatlofw. 
It Is but a few hours' sail across Korea 
strait from Japan to Korea; this 'dis- 
tance from Nagasaki. Japan's grrat na- 
val base, to Port Arthur is only 585 
miles; from Nagasaki to Fusan and 
Mns.iinpho, nt the southern terminus 
of the railroad she Is building from Fu- 
san to Seoul, Korea's capital. Is only 
L'lXJ miles, nnd from Nagasaki to Che- 
mulpo Is "00 miles. In short, the entire 
theater of war Is nt Japan's very door, 
nnd, situated as she Is on well guarded 
Islands, she seems to be fairly safe 
.from the danger of Invasion. Nn'poleon 
found the narrow British channel nil 
too wide to penult of n successful In- 
vasion of England n century ago. and 
Russia faces n similar situation.
